The overdraft in the above account is caused mainly by the 
fact that a new boiler had to be installed at the town farm, and 
new farm machinery purchased. Conditions being normal next 
year, the account ought not to exceed the usual appropriation of 
$3,000.00, which we recommend. The Town Farm Repairs Ac- 
count shows that a repair job can seldom be estimated accurately. 
Conditions were found to be very bad, and the Board considered 
it better. to do a thorough job at the expense of an overdraft 
rather than to have to do the work over again. 


Extensive repairs yet remain to be done to the buildings, includ- 
ing painting, and the Board recommends that an appropriation 
be made for this purpose. 
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On May 1 there were 7 inmates. Since then 4 have been ad- 
mitted, 1 left and 1 died.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Vinal- 
haven: 


I herewith submit for your consideration my eighth annual 
report of the condition and progress of Vinalhaven schools for 
the fiscal year ending February 1, 1926. 


It is indeed a pleasure to report a harmonious and progressive 
year in every way. Few changes have been made in the working 
plans of the system except for a course of Biology which was in- 
troduced to take the place of the Astronomy and Geology courses 
in the high school curriculum. 


The school census for the year was 499. The enrollment is 
354, 72 of whom are registered in the high school and 282 in the 
elementary schools. 


There have been very few changes in the teaching force this 
year. Miss Marie Oliver, teacher of Grades 3 and 4 in the White 
School, resigned to accept a position in-Bath and Miss Thelma 
EB. Mullen, a graduate of the Gorham Normal School, was elected 
to succeed her. Miss Bernice Hall was elected to fill the posi- 
tion in the Calderwood’s Neck School made vacant by the resig- 
nation of Miss Margaret Stinson. 


During the month of October an evening school was organized 

in the Lincoln Building. This school comes under the head of 
Vocational Training and is known as the Americanization type. 
It is financed in part by the State Subsidy. Some of the text 
books are furnished free of charge by the Department of the 
Interior, Washington, D. C. The school has an adult enroll- 
ment of 36. Misses Bunker and Holmes are the instructors. In 
November, Mr. Harold L. Pride, the State Supervisor of Industrial 
Training, inspected the schcol and spoke in the highest terms of 
the work being done by both teachers and students. 
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Last May Miss Abbie Buck, of the Maine Public Health Asso- 
ciation, visited the schools for the purpose of introducing the 
Health Crusade. At the beginning of the fall term the “Chore 
Cards” were placed in the hands of the pupils. These cards are | 
designed for use in Grades 2-6 inclusive but in some instances 
they are used in the higher grades. The results seem very satis- 
factory. ; 


Early in the summer the school committee voted to ask the 
Vinalhaven Light & Power Co. to submit a bid for wiring the 
Washington and Lincoln School Buildings. Their bid when pre- 
sented for the consideration of the committee was $536.25. The 
school department was not restricted to a time limit for full pay- 
ment but payments could be made as funds were available. At 
the next meeting of the school board this bid was accepted and 
the work was completed before the schools opened in September. 
The need of a lighting system has always been felt during the 
short, dark days of late autumn and early winter. 


At the annual town meeting of 1925 it was voted to raise $500.00 
to be used in addition to the balance on hand for improvement of 
Sanitary conditions of school buildings and that this sum be ap- 
plied to the Lincoln Building. Due to the fact that this building 
is located on a ledge and has practically no basement, the instal- 
lation of a sanitary toilet system seemed like a difficult proposi- 
tion. Therefore, the committee considered it advisable to ask for 
the assistance of an additional committee. The budget com- 
mittee was assigned to this task at a special town meeting held 
later in the season. About the first of August a meeting of the 
joint committee was held and W. F. Lyford, Charles Chilles and 
your superintendent were appointed as a. special committee to 
secure a plan. A plan was accordingly made which was accepted 
by the joint committee and your superintendent was appointed to 
supervise operations. The plan was to excavate a cesspool on 
the W. H. Burns lot and run a sewer line from the cesspool to 
the school building. The greater part of this distance being 
ledge, considerable equipment and skilled labor. were necessary. 
We were fortunate just at that time to secure the services of an 
expert crew who did the work in much less time than we ex- 
pected. I wish at this time to express my appreciation of the 
valvable service which the men rendered. Neither time nor 
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funds would permit of the completion of the project this year. 
The outside work, however, is finished and the remainder can be 
completed next summer. 


The schoolhouse at Calderwood’s Neck is in very poor condi- 
tion. It should be thoroughly repaired before another winter. 


The school accounts are in very good condition at the close of 
this year. There is a substantial balance in the Common School 
Account and a small balance in all the others except the High 
School Account, which is just balanced. 


In closing, I wish to thank the school committee, teachers, 
parents and pupils for their co-operation, which makes any school 
system successful.

The condition of the hose has been greatly improved the past 
year through the purchase of new hose, and with the exception 
of the Steamer, the apparatus is in good condition. We again 
recommend that the town give some consideration to the pur- 
chase of a piece of motorized fire apparatus for we believe it 
affords the maximum protection for a minimum of expense. 


Following is an extract of the report of the Committee ap- 
pointed by the town to investigate the condition of the Steamer: 


“The fire engine was given a try-out May 15 and was found to 
pump a pressure of 115 lbs. with one stream. When used with 
two lines of hose the pressure dropped to 50 lbs., and as the 
engine would respond to any speed desired, the trouble was 
thought to be in the pumping end. It is thought that this part 
of the machine could be taken off and sent to the factory for 
repairs. We wish to state that outside of this lack of pressure 
when two streams were used, the engine and boiler, together 
with its auxiliary apparatus, seemed to be in excellent condi- 
tion.” 


To some it may appear that this department is costing quite 
a sum of money, to those who think that way we respectfully ~ 
ask them to figure the cost to the town without it. One single 
fire, unchecked, might deal the town a plow from which it would 
never recover. It is a subject that demands the attention of 
every thinking citizen. 


We respectfully recommend the sum of $1,000.00 as an appro- 
priation, in addition to any sum raised for repairs on Steamer.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOL 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of

the fiscal year ending Feb. 1, 1927. 


The schools constitute the most important department in 
the municipality. For this reason they involve the largest 
investment of money in the small town. 


All legislation relating to schools should be careful, thought- 
ful and intelligent. 


School officials, administrators and teachers should be the 
best the town can obtain. 


Educaticn, like commercial commodities, pays dividends pro 
rata according to the amount invested in its behalf. We should 
always bear in mind that the boys and girls of today are the 
sapling growth which will determine the civic forest of 
tomorrow and, “As the twig is bent the tree is inclined.” In 
a very brief space we shall expect these boys and girls to 
manage the mighty affairs of our town, our state and our na- 
tion. It is now the supreme duty incumbent upon us to see 
that they are kept mentally, morally and physically fit so that 
when they are called upon to assume the management of these 
mighty affairs they shall not be found wanting. 


The following changes have occurred in the teaching staff 
during the past year: Mrs. Arline B. White resigned her posi- 
ticn as teacher of Grades Two and Three in the Washington 
School and Miss Helen E. Carlon was elected as her successor. 
Miss Luella R. Holmes accepted a position in her home town 
and Miss Lida M. Greenlaw was elected to teach Grades Five 
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and Six in the Lincoln School. Miss Sara I. Bunker, resigned 
her position as teacher of Grades Seven and Hight 'n the 
Lincoln School to accept a position in Port Jervis, New York. 
Miss Cora L. Vinal was elected to fill the position thus made 
vacant. The new teachers are all graduates of the Gorham 
Normal School and although they have had no previous ex- 
perience, except that which they obtained in the training 
school, their work is entirely satisfactory. 


The school census for 1926 was 488; total enrollment, 373; 
. average attendance, 334.37. In 1919 the census was 441 and 
the enrollment, 302. This shows that we have 71 more attend- 
ing schocl now than attended in 1919. In 1919 the average at- 
tendance was 239.40, showing a gain in the average attendance 
cf 94.97. This latter gain is due to increased enrollment, 
better attendance and more pupils attending school after attain- 
ing the compulsory attendance age. 

The enrollment by grades in 1926 was as follows: Sub 
Primary, 83; Grade One, 37; Grade Two, 39; Grade Three, 33; 
Grade Four, 85; Grade Six, 27; Grade Seven, 26; Grade Hight, 
30; Freshmen, 26; Sophomores, 21; Juniors, 12; Seniors, 14. 


Following is the percentage of attendance for the fall term: 
White School, Grades 3 and 4, 97.14%; Lincoln School, Grades 
7 and 8, 96.77%; White School, Grades 1 and 2, 96.67%; High 
School, 96.36%; Washington School, Grades 6 and 7, 95.94%; 
Washington School, Grades 3 and 4B, 95.65%; Washington 
School, Grades 4A and 5, 92.86%; Calderwood’s Neck School, 
91.00%; Washington School, Grades 1 and 2, 85.71%; Sub Prim- 
ary School, 65.12%. 


The cost of school maintenance per pupil was $80.07 in the 
High School and $49.15 in the elementary schools. 


“The Modern Health Crusade” which was introduced in the 
2lementary schools last year produced excellent results. The 
pupils in Miss Holmes’ room and those in Miss -Hall’s school 
both won pennants in the National Tournament. The Modern 
Health Crusade is a part of the regular hygiene course in the 
elementary school curriculum. It is approved by the State De- 
partment of Education and recommended by the Maine Public 
Health Association. Modern education has added another “R” 
to the “Three R’s” of the older type of schools. This “R” is 
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for right living. Consequently more stress is laid on the 
hygiene courses of today than formerly. 


During the fall term Miss Spiers, the Delno Red Cross nurse, 
conducted a physical examination of the pupils from Grade One 
to the High School inclusive. 


For a number of years the school children of the United 
States have assisted. materially in keeping the old frigate, 
“Constitution,” in a state of preservation. There is a bit of his- 
toric sentiment connected with a movement of this kind and 
since “Old Ironsides’” first commander, Commodore Preble, 
was a Maine man, the campaign is of special interest to the 
school children of Maine. We are pleased to report that our 
boys and girls did their bit in this campaign during the fall 
term. 


A system of flush toilets was installed in the Lincoln School 
during the summer. This project has not only improved the 
sanitary conditions of the building, but it has increased the 
efficiency of the heating plant as well. The doorways which 
were cut through from the rooms on the first floor permit a 
free circulation of air so that the stairway and cloak rooms on 
the western side of the building are warm for the first time 
in the history of the building. 


Calderwood’s neck School is in very poor condition. If it is 
not repaired very soon it will not be worth repairing. This 
building must also comply with the sanitary toilet law which 
becomes effective Sept. 1, 1927. 


Once more I wish to call your attention to the condition of 
the White School. The building is badly out of repair and its 
Sanitary conditions must be changed to conform to the re- 
quirements of the state law before the beginning of the next 
school year. The building is not large enough to accommodate 
the number of pupils who should attend that school; For this 
reason your superintendent secured permission from the State 
Department of Education to use the Firemen’s Hall temporarily 
for school purposes. This hall has been in use. for nearly 
three years and no move has been made to improve the situa- 
tion. There is general dissatisfaction concerning the use of 
the Firemen’s Hall for a schoolhouse and it is not without a

righteous foundation. The building fronts directly on the 
main street, -has a wharf immediately at the rear and has no 
fire escape. In case of an accident I do not believe the town 
could offer the least evidence in its defense. It would be a 
case of criminal negligence, pure and simple. I wonder that 


the patrons have endured the situation as long as they have 
without making more complaints. 


The overfiow pipe from the water main at the Lincoln School 
has been a nuisance for many years to the people living near 
by. Some means should be provided to remove this annoyance. 


You will note that the Equalization Fund of $512.00 appears 
in the Sanitary Toilet Account this year. Hitherto it has always 
appeared in the Common School Account. This fund must be 
applied to the account specified by the State Department. This 
year the fund was apportioned for the purpose of improving 
the sanitary conditions of school buildings. You will remember 
that in my report of 1925 I mentioned that the toilet system 
which was installed in the Washington School in the summer 
of 1924 was not approved by the state departments. The 
Sanitary,conditions of this building still remain unchanged. 


In closing I wish to thank all those who have assisted me in 
my administrative duties,
